now LIES DYING IN A HOSPITAL. 


Henry Berghill lost his eyes, his hands, 
his hair, and probably his life last night 
while experimenting with a chemical prep- 
aration which exploded. The accident hap- 
pened at No. 80 Hill street, and the office of 
Dr. W. C. Lindquist, in which the experi- 
ment was being mad«. was wrecked. 

Berghill was practically homeless, on the 
yerge of starvation, and, being an expert 
chemist, had undertaken for $50 to conduct 


experiments with flash light powder which | 


had twice wrecked buildings on the South 
Bide. He knew nothing of the danger in the 
compound, and so pitiable was his condition 
he was willing to do anything to get a little 
money. 

lienry Berghill is the man who startled 
readers of THE TRIBUNE when, in the issue 
of Feb. 24, they read a letfer in which he 
offered for $5,000 to sell himself to any one 
wishing a slave. He declared he would do 
anything the buyer asked. He said he 
would kill or steal, or kill himself while in- 
‘gured in his owner’s favor. He had an old 
mother whose remaining days he wanted to 

“make brighter, and in his desperation and 
his poverty and the dreary outlook for him 
he wrote this. remarkable offer and gave it 
to a friend, who sent it to THe TRIBUNE. 

Repents of Rash Offer. 

No name accompanied this strange letter, 
but it was published and attracted the at- 
tention of a man who offered to aid the writer 
if he could find him. After an investigation 
by THE TRIBUNE it was learned Berghill 
was the writer, but that already he had 

_ yepented of his rash offe?t. He was willing, 
however, to do what work he could and 
wrote several letters to THE TRIBUNE ex- 
plaining his position and bewailing his coh- 
dition. He pleaded so hard his name be 
withheld from the public it was not publish- 
ed. A week or so after the publication of 
the first letter THE TRIBUNE printed a story 
in which was given his remarkable career. 

He obtained his knowledge of chemistry 
in Russia, although born in Sweden. He 
was driven from Russia for his advocacy, 
in some essays, of better treatment for Jews 
and Lutherans. Returriug to Sweden he 
was forced to leave that ccuntry, too, be- 
cause he criticised the Lutherans there. 
Then he di i to America and Chicago. 


His life here was a failure and seeing poy- 
. erty and perhaps death staring him in the 
- face he became desperate and wrote the let- 


ter offering to sell himself to any person 

and declaring himself ready to commit any 
crime. 

Contemplates Suicidc,. 

In his letters to THE TRIBUNE he contem- 
plated suicide, but, on account of his 
mother, could not make up his mind to kill 
himself. In one letter he said: 

“Last fall when Holmes took so much 
epace we talked about him and I expressed 
my opinion his methods of doing crime as 
a business could never have been detected 
if he had possessed scientific knowledge 
enough to use poisons of a certain kind. 
A conscienceless, learned, calm scoundrel 
has in science a weapon, knowledge of which 
it is best not to divulge. I, at the same 
time, expressed my belief Holmes, in a 
position to expand his faculties freely, 
would have made one uf the foremost men 
ii this country, and said in half a year, if 
I did not succeed better, I will kill myself. 
And that’s what I may do if my endurance 
gives way.” 

In other letters Berghill eaid he was a 
chemist, had tried to get work in Armour’s 
laboratory and in other laboratories, and 
thought he was in possession of some se- 
crets which, with money, could be devel- 
oped and made valuable. 

Meantime, a capitalist of this city had 
taken up his case and tried to aid him, but 
through some fhisunderstanding the two 
never met. . 

Money Due Him. 
Feb. 26 he wrote his last letter to THE 
TRIBUNE, in which he said: 

“Iam a chemist and druggist, with a de- 
‘§ree which gives me the right to prefix ‘ Dr.’ 
to my name. I am 385 years old and slightly 
deaf, unfortunately, as I could go in as a 
ruggist if l was not. I have some standard 
breparations I could do well with if capital 
ould be had to manage the business. I have 
tried to get special work from physicians, 
‘end have had some, but not enough. I have 
Puffered heavily lately in body and soul, but

RICHARD MANSFIELD RAISES $10,000. 


Gives a Mortgage on Scenery and Pa- 
cific Coast Tour Receipts. 

For a consideration of $10,000 Richard 
Mansfield has sold in advancé the proceeds 
of his coming Pacific coast tour. The pur- 
chaser was Al Hayman of the Columbia 
Theater, who has financially assisted Mr. 
Mansfield before. 

In addition to the receipts of the Western 
trip the property of the company has been 
pledged to secure the $10,000. 

The legal documents in the sale were filed 
with County Recorder Chase yesterday aft- 
ernoon a short time before the office was 
closed. 

Mr. Mansfield and his company remain in 
Chicago a week or ten days longer, playing 
at the Grand. At the close of the engage- 
ment the Western trip willcommence. This 
is to last six months and will include all the 
cities and towns of importance west of Chi- 
cago to the Pacific coast. 

Mr. Mansfield has been unfortunate dur- 
the last season and is said to have run be- 
hind $80,000 since Jan. 1, 1895. His health 
has been poor and things generally have not 
been going to his liking. ? 

Several of Mr. Mansfield’s projects have 
required a large expenditure of money and 
they have as yet failed to bring returns in 
a satisfactory manner. Other efforts for 
this and next season are demanding finan- 
cial attention at once. 

Mr. Mansfield has in view a heavy produc- 
tion for next year for which $10,000 is neces- 
sary this month. The most available securi- 
ty was the receipts of the company and its 
property, including costumes and scenery. 

Upon several occasions prior to this, when 
Mr. Mansfield was in need of ready cash to 
carry out his ideas, Al Hayman has shown 
his faith In these proposed ventures and has 
advanced the necessary funds. This he has 
done once more through his Chicago repre- 
sentatives, he being in the East. 

The financial deal is treated as a matter of 
little importance by the Mansfield manage- 
ment. -Mr. Slocum, the business representa- 
tive, said last night there was no trying to 
get in ahead of creditors or anything of that 
kind. The deal was made a matter of record 
simply to have everything straight and no 
one could have an interest in itin any way 
outside the principals. 

Mr. Mansfield appeared in “ Beau Brum- 
mel’’ at the Grand last night. He had 
played the leading character through the 
different acts, showing the great courtier’s 
character, falling from honor and renown, 
and plenty to poverty and starvation; finan- 
cially ruined and socially forgotten. 

At the close, where the insanity from star- 
vation does tts last work and Mr. Mansfield 
receives the last-applause, the actor was 
asked by a repgrter for THE TRIBUNE about 
his deal wity Mr Hayman. Continuing the 
inimitable dourtesy of the Beau Brummel 
character, r. Mansfield said: 

** We had occasion to use $10,000 for a very 
heavy production which we intend giving 
next season. is purely a private and per- 
sonal matter.”

The present members of the 
firm are Henry B. Childs, Henry R. Groff, 
and William H. Huntington, and they have 
been in business in this city for over forty 
years. 

This afternoon chattel mortgages were 
filed covering the entire stock. The cause

running the line for a mile in Van Buren 
street he can get the consent of a majority 
of the frontage without the necessity of so 
much as saying “‘ by your leave” to the 
property-owners in that portion of the street 
lying east of Fifth avenue. 

Already the consent of the required ma- 
jority has been obtained and the company 
can now apply for a franchise from the City 
Council, and when this is obtained the work 
can begin at once.: The first thing the com- 
pany will do will be to put in foundations for 
the superstructure in front of the property

A two-track elevated line will be construct- 


ed from Wabash avenue to Market street 
and a one-track extension from Market 
gtreet to Halsted. Trains over the Metropol- 
itan Elevated railroad will turn east into 
Van Buren street at Halsted and will run 
directly east to a connection with the loop. 
West-bound trains on the Metropolitan will 
leave the loop at Fifth avenue and Van Bu- 
ren street, run west in Van Buren to either 
Franklin or Market, turning north in the 
street which may be decided upon to a con- 
nection with the present tracks of the Met- 
ropolitan Elevated. 

_ New Company _to Baild, . 
~ A new company to be known as the Union 
Consolidated Elevated railway company, 
with a capital of $1,000,000, applied for letters 
of incorporation yesterday, and this com- 
pany will build the south line of the loop and 
the connection with the Metropolitan Ele- 
vated. The change in the plans is theresult 
of the fight which has been made by the 
property-owners in Van Buren street to the 
building of an elevated road in that thor- 
This opposition has been so 
strenuous it was found impossible to obtain 
the necessary signatures for a majority of 
the property ‘in Van Buren street between 
Wabash and Fifth avenues, as is required 
under the law. 

This law stipulates that the consent ofa 
majority of the frontage in a mile shall be 
secured before an elevated or surface line 
can be built. By changing the plans and 
running the line from Wabash avenue west 
to Halsted street more than a mile of front- 
age is covered. It was found the owners of 
property west of Fifth avenue were not only 
willing but anxious to have the road built. 
Through securing the signatures of the own- 
ers of property west of Fifth avenue, with 
those which had been previously secured 
east of Fifth avenue, a majority of the front- 
age in the mile was obtained. 

Begin at Wabash. 

The company will begin work from Wa- 
bash avenue and will count as the mile in 
which the majority must be secured that por- 
tion of the street between Wabash avenue 
and Desplaines street. There is no special 
objection in Van Buren street between Des- 
plaines and Halsted, and the company is 
counting upon securing without delay all 


the history of Cleveland commercial circles. 
In 1866 William H. Huntington was em- 
ployed by the firm of Childs & Groff and at 
once worked his way into their confidence. 

Four years later he was taken into the 
firm and has since that time had entire 
charge of the books and the financial mat- 
ters relating to the business. 

For a number of years they have made up 


an annual statement to be sent to Bastern. 
_ parties who are interested in the business 


and on Tuesday evening they avere at work 
on this statement. Those wh | 
office were Henry B. Child’, William H, 
Huntington, and F. R. Price, assistant book- 
keeper. A slight discrepancy was noted and 
Mr. Huntington astounded the others by an- 
nouncing that for twenty years he has been 
stealing from the firm and that the amount 
would exceed $40,000. He stated he had 
done this through the bills payable and by 
carrying a cash balance shortage. A hasty 
examination of the books of the concern 
shows that the shortage exceeds $100,000, 
and the members of the firm know of no 
place where this could have gone except 
through Mr. Huntington. 


QUARRY LAND BOUGHT FOR TRAMPS. 


Oshkosh Has Expended 88,500 to Care 
for Them Since November. 

Oshkosh, Wis., March 12.—[{Special.]—The 
Winnebago County Board today decided to 
adopt the workhouse plan as followed in 
Brown County for the discouragement of 
tramps. A four-acre tract of quarry land on 
the South Side will be purchased and a 
workhouse erected thereon at a total cost of 
$3,500. It is expected to be in running order 
by July 1. It appears from the bills pre- 
sented hy Justices and constables that over 
4,300 tramps have been cared for by the 
county since Nov. 1, 1895. The claims of the 
Justices amount to about $2,400 or $2,500 
and officers’ fees will probably foot up 
$6,000, an agrregate of $8,500 or thereabouts 
charged up to the county on account of the 
tramp industry for the last four months. 
This does not include the Sheriff's bills for 
board, which would reach $4,000 or $5,000 
more. Brown County in the same time had 
only seventy-three tramps, and not one at all 
this month.

Foreign Office Is Reticent. 

All the newspapers sent reporters to the 
United States Embassy today and many 
sent also to the British Foreign Office, but 
all were told nothing was known at the em- 
bassy of a reported settlement “ by the 
conclusion of an arrangement between Mr, 
Cleveland and Lord Salisbury outside of the 
commission.’’

A little more than a month ago the name 
of Prof. Roentgen was only known in a few 
exclusive scientific circles, mainly for some 
speculative papers on chemical subjects. 
Today it is popular throughout the civilized 
world. 

And yet the world will never know much of 


the years of endless toil and patient research 


which preceded the phenomenal discovery 
which has brought fame, and, no doubt, fort- 
une, to this Bavarian savant. The news that 
the professor had found a way of photo- 
graphing the invisible struck the Old World 
like a lightning flash, and America also was 
startled, notwithstanding her rapid strides 
in mechanical inventions and scientific dis- 
coveries. 

Of the private life of the inventor of the 
X ray little is known, as the professor lives 
a secluded life, being present only at impor- 
tant social gatherings of his students. He 
might be called a bookworm, and his towns- 
men and most intimate friends are most sur- 
prised at his sudden elevation and the dis- 
tinctions shown him by royalty and 
scholars. | 

I learn from these that Baron Roentgen 
has always been a tireless experimenter, 
and finally (his enemies say by mere acci- 
dent) he learned to know one of the undis- 
covered wonders of nature. He is admired 
by scientists of all countries, but the un-

Baron Roentgen was born in 1845 in Zurich, 
Switzerland, and until his twenty-fifth year 
studied in the Zurich University, where he 
graduated and received his M. D. diploma.

‘been professor at Hohenheim, Bresen, and 
Wurzburg.

Whole of the Republic Under Restraint 
Because of Nicaragua Revolution. 
Tegucigalpa, Honduras, March 12, via

these reports were giving the lie daily to 
Spanish ‘claims, and showing conclusively 
that the insurgents were today in practical 
possession of fully three-fourths of the 
island. ; 

Cuban Speech of Senator Hill. 

Senator Hill in opening his speech point- 
ed out that this being a conference report 
the resolutions could not be amended. He 
would therefore vote against the report in 
order that at a subsequent time amend- 
ments might be made. The Senator particu- 
larly objected to the third clause of the res- 
olutions stating that the Upited States had 
not intervened in the struggies between any 
European governments and their colonies, 
but that owing to the proximity of Cuba 
the United States should be prepared to in- 
tervene. This he declared to be ambigu- 
ous and unmeaning. We had intervened in 
such controversies.

What the resolution sought to convey was 
a threat to intervene.

Replies to Spanish Minister. 

The Senator referred to his characteriza- 
tion of Gen. Wevler as “‘ the butcher.” The 
Spanish Minister had, with justification, 
scught to explain that the book from which 
he (Sherman) had quoted did not contain 
Weyler’s name. But it appeared with de- 
tails in the paper from which the statement 
had been taken. Weyler himself did not 
deny or object to it.. His explanation, sent 
from Havana, was that he had obeyed or- 
ders, being only a subordinate officer and 
that the cruelties were necessary to sub- 
due the uprising of ten years ago. Taking 
up the conditions of war existing, Mr. Sher- 
man said they were flagrant. 

With much force the Senator said: 

“If war does not exist in Cuba, where 
outside of hell does it exist?’’ 

He said in reply to Senators who called for 
facts that Mr. Lodge, one of the members of 
the Committee on Foreign Relations, had 
secured ample facts from Secretary Olney, 
but these could not, for obvious reasons, be 
made public. The Senator said it was: the 
tight and duty of a foreign Minister to repre- 
sent and uphold his country in and out of 
the State Department. Mr. Sherman de- 
clared it Was impossible that the present 
terrible conditicn of affairs should continue 
much longer. 

“I respect Spain,”’ he concluded, “ Cen- 
turies ago she was the most powerful coun- 
try of Europe. Her wars, however, were 
conducted with a degree of violence never 
recognized as proper by English speaking 
people. Spain fought with a bitterness that 
has no equal. She has lost her high station 
in Europe. But I trust the time is not far 
distant when the new biood tn Spain will 
make her the second republic of Europe, 

“ The tendency is in that direction. There 
is a large and strong Republican faction in 
‘Spain. If Spain were to renew again the 
Treaty of Aampa of 1878 and carry out the 
reforms then promised I dare say the people 
of Cuba would eagerly accept the terms. 
But, failing to do that, my opinion Is that 
the war should not end: that it should con- 
tinue until independence is accomplished 
or home rule for the island fs secured. If 
home rule were secured all the essentials of 
the greatest of republics would be obtained. 
Canada is as much of a republic as the 
United States. Her government is her own. 
She is only bound to the home government 
by the ties of auld lang syne. This con- 
tinent is the natural soil of republics. We 
should encourage all who are struggling to 
join in the vast procession of the Western 
Hemisphere, which shall eventually fur- 
nish the example for the rest of the civil- 
ized world.”

island.

Vasesand Tapestry Sent to Mrs. Walter 
Q@. Gresham by the Emperor of 
Japan Lent to Grace the Occasion— 
Description of the Curios—Weay- 
ings of the Flemish Renaissance—

The speakers were two wealthy and fash- 
lonably attired women, who visited.the Art 

Institute Museum yesterday. They were 

members of the Society of the Antiquarians. 

Many other “ antiquarians ” were there. 

It was the society’s mid-lent reception, 


and the women of this fashionable associa- 


tion for the collection of things artistic and 
odd had gathered to see the rare vases and 
tapestry presented by the Emperor of Japan 
to Mrs. Walter Q. Gresham. Mrs. Gresham 
had kindly lent these objects for the oc- 
casion, and, though several other rare, 
curious, and costly things were displayed 
for the first time, the gifts from the Mikado 
were the great attraction of the afternoon. 
These were the subject of the conversation.

The Tapestry.

This piece of tapestry is extremely old and 
valuable. It is framed in a border of mod- 
ern workmanship—a decorative setting of 
grotesque Japanese design, working in 
flowers, fans, birds, and other things. 

The two vases are also large, measuring 
about 20 inches high. These are excellent 
examples of old cloisonné. The ground isa 
golden brown. Upon this there are highly 
colored birds and chrysanthemums, disposed 
tastily but in no set arrangement of design. 
The work is the most delicate the Japanese 
cloisonné artists can produce. Each figure, 
each petal of¥the flowers, each feather in 
the birds’ wings, is outlined in gold. In the 
making of each vase probably a full year’s 
time was consumed. 

Both the tapestry and the vases are marked 
with the crest of the Mikado, the conven- 
tionalized white chrysanthemum. This in- 
dicates they are from his Majesty’s private 
collection. ; 

Other Curios, 

Other interesting curios exhibited for the 
first time at the Antiquarians’ recepfion 
were two pleces of Flemish Renaissance 
tapestry from the Ffoulke collection, bought 
for the Art Institute by the Antiquarians. 
These were woven in the ateller of Jacques 
Geubles, the elder, in Brussels, at about the 


end of sixteenth century, and are good &€x- | 


amples of the best workmanship of that 
epoch of tapestry manufacture. 

there was also shown an old piano of 
mahogany inlaid with brass, made by -Astor 
& Horwood, and brought from London be- 
tween 1783 and 1793, probably by John Jacob 
Astor, who for several“ years imported a 
few planos in exchange for furs. It was 
presented to the Art Institute, through the 
society, by Mrs. William J. Chalmers.

gold headdress from Holland, other neck- 
laces and rings, and a pair of court ruffles 
and jabot of very old Brussels lace which 
once belonged to King George IV. and whfch 
were given to him by a gentleman of his 
court. 

Through the courtesy of Mrs. Gresham 
her gifts from the Emperor of Japan will 
remain on exhibition at the museum until 
next Monday.

A definite plan is said to have 
been agreed upon by the Far West men of

sible and short-lived third parties. 


Galf Between Morgan and Cleveland. 


Senator Morgan’s term does not expire 
until 1901, He is a consistent silver man 
from the Southern siandpoint, which is 
much more fiat money than silver. Of late 
years Senator Morgan has drifted away from 
the President, chiefly in regard to foreign 
policy, but in this he ‘s not different from 
many other Southern Democrats. 


Senator Teller not only has a record asa 


Republican Cabinet officer, but he dates his 
party loyalty back to the time when Lincoln 
was a candidate and when Teller was a 
young man on a seif-constituted committee, 
meeting the in-coming trains at Chicago and 
soliciting delegates to vote for the Illinois 
rail-splitter. He in his time has been quite 
as much of aRepublican as Morgan has been 
a Democrat. 

The Alabama Senator fought his way 
through the war on the Southern side, of 
course, while Teller has always been a fhan 
of peace, having left Chicago to go to Col- 
orada in 1861. 

The silver men in the Senate on the Repub- 
lican side are not willing to discuss their 
plans for the ensuing campaign, but they 


take it for granted that if there is to be any | 


reading out of the party they will do it them- 


selves after they have been turned down by | 


the St. Louis cenvention, and in that case 


they will beyond question attempt to hnom- | 


inate an independent silver ticket.

Senator Morgan still maintains that he is 
a consistent Democrat, and will not even 
discuss the possibility of being on the silver 
ticket outside of the old party, but some 
of the silver men say they have received 
assurances from him that he will consider 
the arrangement in caxe the administration 
succdéeds in forcing the adoption of a hard 
money plank at Chicago.

SIX DELEGATES TO CHICAGO NAMED, 


District of Columbia Democracy Holds 
Its Convention. 

Washington, D. C., March 12.—The Dis- 
trict Democracy held its convention today to 
choose delegates to the national convention 
at Chicago. 

The delegates to Chicago are Robert F. 
Mattingley, Frank P. Morgan, John Boyle, 
William Holmead, George Killeen, and BF. L. 
Jordan. During the fight against the com- 
bine frequent direct charges were made that 
its members were hostile to the administra- 
tion and were in favor of free silver, but 
they succeeded in conducting their cam- 
paign without committing themselves save 
in the general indorsement given the ad- 
ministration in the platform adopted today.

TICKETS GOOD ON ALL IOWA- ROADS. 


Measure Before the Legislature to 
Benefit Traveling Men. 
Des Moines, Ia., March 12.—[Special.]—The

20,000 TAILORS TO GO OUT. 


GARMENT-WORKERS ENGAGE IN A 
SYMPATHETIC STRIKE. 


By a Unanimous Vote of All Unions in 
Chicago It Is Decided to Assist the 
Cutters and Trimmers—Refusal of 
the Manufacturers to Arbitrate Is 
Given as a Reason—Thirteen Cut- 
ters Secede from Their Union and 
Return to Work at the Old Wages. 

Ten thousand union garment workers of 
Chicago will be idle today, and 10,000 others 
will be affected. A general strike was de- 
Clared last night. 

The strike is purely sympathetic, in sup- 
port of the striking cutters and trimmers, 
who have been out for some time. It is a 
direct result of the refusal of the Manu- 
facturers’ Association to arbitrate their dis- 
pute with the cutters. 

The strike was ordered by fhe Executive 
committee of the Garment Workers’ District 
Council and the officers of Clothing Cutters 
and Trimmers’ Association No. 61. A secret 
meeting was held during the day and the 
following notice was posted at cutters’ and 
trimmers’ headquarters:

GOULDS SUCCEED IN EVADING TAXES. 


Decide They Are Too Rich to Pay 
Tribute to New York City. 

New. York, March 12.—[Special.]—The 
Gould family—which includes George J., 
Edwin, Howard, and Miss Helen—proved to 
the satisfaction of the New York Supreme 
Court today that its members are not resi- 
dents of New York City and that when the 
city spreads out over the surrounding coun- 
try and becomes Greater New York its 
boundary lines will not overtake them. By 
this decision the city not only loses the 
Goulds, but also the taxes on a $10,000,000 
assessed valuation of their property. 

The assessment was made in 1895 and the 
Gould heirs brought five actions, collectively 
and individually, to have it set aside. Aside 
from the Jay Gould estate assessment of 
$10,000,000 the personal estate of George 
Gould was assessed for $400,000 and that of 
Edwin, Howard, and Helen for $100,000 each. 

The city has made persistent attempts to 


tollect taxes on these es.ates, but the Goulds 


proved today their residences are at Lake- 
wood, N. J., Irvington, and Tarrytown.

Rule 7. Amended to read as follows: Any owne 
or trainer running horses, or any jocke riding the 
same at any unrecognized meeting, shall be dis- 
qualified for all races to which these rules applr. 
Such horses and all others under the control of 
euch owner or trainer shall also be disqualified. 

person apting in an official capacity may also 
rad para ph provides that in th 
event of the death of the real owner of a horse the 
name, as registered, may be reissued to surviving 
partners. 

Rule 57. As amended provides that any accidental 
error or violation of the rules in the entry of a 
horse may be corrected on the payment of a fine 
of $10 for each entry at any time before the num- 
ber of the horse is exhibited for that race. or, ina 
handicap, before the weights are announced: (1) 
Incorrect or imperfect description, provided the 
identity of the horse is satisfactorily established: 
(2) Entry without rtnerships or other joint in- 
ene existing at time of entry having been regis- 


Rule 78, paragraph 1, now reads: In estimating 
the value of the race. there shall be déducted the 
amount of the winher’s own stake and any money 
payable to other horses or out of the stake by the 
conditions of the race or by the genera! conditions 
of the meeting; entrance money to a purse or en- 
trance money going to the race fund shall also be 
deducted. ° 

Rule 122 now reads: When owners divide they 
shall divide equally all the moneys and other 
prizes which any of them could take if the dead 
heat were run off, but owners cannot divide in ua 
race of heats or where division would conflict 
with its conditions. : 

The second paragraph of Rule 125 has been 
amended so as to privide that any horse run- 
ning a dead heat for a second or lower place 
shall be liable to any Mability attaching to 
the place. 

A new rule, designated as No. 126. provides 
that all boys, while under age, have of their 
own free will, and with the consent of their 
parents or guardians, bound themselves 
to an owner or trainer for a term of not less 
than three years by a written instrument, 
copy of which has been lodged with rhe 
Jockey club, are permitted during their ap- 
prenticeship to claim a five-pound allow- 
ance in all selling races. They will be en- 
titled to this allowance for one year (or 365 
days) after winning their first race in any 
country. Several minor exceptions to this 
new rule are, however, noted. 

Rule 127, third paragraph, has been so 
amended as to provide that horses sfarting 
may be claimed for the selling price, plus the 
value of the stakes or purse to the winner, 
by the owners of the horses running in the 
race.

DECISION ESTABLISHES PRECEDENT 


Injunction to Restrain the Disposition 
of Bonds Is Dissolved. 

New York, March 12.—The preliminary in- 
junction obtained on Feb. 13 by Henry M. 
McDonald, a Wall street broker, restraining 
the Security Trust company of Rochester, 
N. Y., from disposing of $100,000 worth of 
the late issue of United States bonds, was 
today dissolved by Justice MacLean, in the 
special term of the Supreme Court, and Mc- 
Donald's application to have the temporary 
injunction continued was denied. McDon- 
ald, through his counsel, Hoadley, Lauter- 
bach & Johnson, alleged that Allen Roswell 
Sheffer was employed by him to procure op- 
tions on $100,000 worth of the issue, for which 
he was to receive a commission of 
$500. Sheffer was allotted the bonds, sold 
them to W. Bartels of Rochester, by whom 
the option was transferred to the Security 
Trust company for $2,700. The trust com- 
pany. transferred the bonds to the Chemical 
National Bank. McDonald claimed thatthe 
bonds were rightfully his, and obtained the 
temporary injunction with a view to their 
recovery. On behalf of the defendant it was 
claimed that Sheffer was not recognized as 
an agent for McDonald. Justice MacLean’'s 
decision will act as a precedent, several 
other suits similar to that instituted by Mc- 
Donald having been brought by persons who 
supposed that they were entitled toa share In 
the new bond issue. 


WINS A HARD MATCH AT RACQUETS. 
Cc. L. Perkins Has a Close Shave in His 
Contest with M. 8S. Paton. 

New York, March 12.—[Special.]—It was 
expected C. L. Perkins would have a com- 
paratively easy task in beating M. S. Paton 
at racquets in the championship series at 
the Racquet and Tennis club this afternoon, 
but a decidedly close and interesting contest 
resulted. Perkins won the match after five 
hard games, and his work is almost certain 
to make him favorite over Valentine G. Hall 
when they play for the championship. 

Paton, by clever service and splendid “ kill- 
ing,’’ captured the first game, 15-7. He was 
outplayed by Perkins in the second, when the 
scores were reversed. Perkins also won the 
third game, and the rest looked easy for him, 
but to the surprise of the experts present 
Paton made a hot fight for the fourth and 
eventually won it, 15—10. 

‘At ‘“‘ time all,”’ with Paton serving and ap- 

arently in good shape, friends of Perkins 
Cen to “‘root’’ their hardest. Paton 
rolled up 12 points, while the other man 
made 7, but Perkins tried for a grand stand 
finish, and closed his play with 8 points, win- 
ning the game and match.

Judgment Affirmed for Prematu re Pub- 
lication of Her Ode. 

New York, March 12.—Judge Lacombe, in 
the United States Circuit Court of Appeals, 
has affirmed the judgment of the Circuit 
Court for the Eastern District of New York 
awarding Miss Harriet Monroe of Chicago 
$5,000 damages against the Press Publishing 
company of this city. The suit was the out- 
growth ofsthe premature publication in the 
New York World of the ode which Miss 
Monroe had written for the dedication crre- 
monies of the World’s Columbian Exposition 
in 1893. It was alleged by the cons, a7 4. 
in this action that certain errors © hy 
appeared in the authorized publication of 
her ote were damaging to her repuracwou ua: 
a writer. Miss Monroe obtained a verdict 
in the Circuit Court in December, 184.

RIVALS REACH AN AGREEMENT. 
General Electric and Westinghouse 
Companies Will Quarrel! No More. 

New York, March 12.—The directors of the 
General Electric and the Westinghouse Elec- 
tric companies, it is claimed, have reached 
an agreement in the matter of the joint use 
of some of the valuable electrical patents. 
Several conferences were held today be- 
tween committees of the two companies. 
It was even reported that an effort was being 
made not only to pool patent rights, but also 
to control prices, exchange licenses, and 
divide territory. Only the patent question, 
however, was settled, according to the 
claims made by those interested. According 
to the agreement, after excluding several 
patents the General Electric furnishes two- 
thirds of the patent values and the Westing- 
house one-third. By this arrangement many 
contemplated and pending patent suits will 
be dropped, which will result in a saving to 


each company.

FIFER REFUSES TOSERVE. 


ELECTED ON REPUBLICAN NATIONAL 
COMMITTEE AND DECLINES, 


Assigns Business Reasons and Also 
Being Out of Political Life—How 
the Result Was Attained in State 
Central Organization—Dr. Jamie- 
son’s Name Not Mentioned in the 
Preliminary Caucus — Resolutions 
in Memory of W. J. Campbell, 

Joseph W. Fifer, ex-Governor of Illinois, 
was chosen by the unanimous vote of the 
Republican State Central committee yester- 
day to fill the vacancy on the Republican 
National committee made by the death of 
William J. Campbell. When he received 
notice at his home in Bloomington of his elec- 
tion he immediately wired Chairman Jamie- 
son his declination, basing it upon businyss 
reasons. 

Later, in an interview, the ex-Governor 
said: 

“IT had not even an intimation of my being 
considered by the committee until I received 
the telegram notifying me of my selection. 
I deeply appreciate the great honor tendered 
me, and am sorry it is necessary for me to 
decline acceptance. lam out of political life, 
and I must devote all my time to my law 
business. If I should accept I would wish to 
give the duties of the office my earnest atten- 
tion, and this I could not do. 

**] see there is a great deal of hard work 
ahead of the committee. The St. Louis 
convention is approaching, and this means 
no end of work. Moreover, it would neces- 
Silate my being away from home a great 
deal, and to this I especially object. Court 
is now in session, and work in my profession 
is piled up ahead of me. Messages of con- 
fratulation are pouring in on me, and I am 
grateful for the kind words which they 
bring.’’ 

Nearly all the out-of-town committeemen 
had gone to their homes long before Mr. 
Fifer’s telegram had been received. If he 
persists in his determination not to serve 
they will have to be called together again as 
800N as possible. 

H@nry L. Hertz Reassuring, 

Henry L. Hertz was at headquarters in 
the Great Northern Hotel when a TRIBUN2Z 
reporter told him the news irom Bloom- 
ington. 

‘** What's that?’’ queried Mr. Hertz. 

Upon being reassured ex-Gov. Fifer de- 
clined a seat in the National committee, and 
& most important one at that, he said re- 
fiectively: 

‘I do not think he can refuse an honor 
conferred upon him in the manner this one 
was. It was a clear case of the office seek- 
ing the man. Mr. Fifer’s name was not 
mentioned in connection with the place un- 


til this morning. It is true he was not con- | 


sulted about it. There is no doubt in my 
mind that after sober reflection he will 
take it.’’ 

Congressman Lorimer, who holds the proxy 
of Committeeman-at-Large Goetz, was talk- 
ing with Mr. Hertz at the time the news was 
told. After Mr. Hertz had expressed himself 
Mr. Lorimer said: 

“Tf it is on account of any fears the work 
will interfere with his business affairs Mr. 
Fifer neec not decline the office. There will 


not be more than one or two meetings of the | 


committee, at most, before the St. Louis 
convention, and no great amount:of business 
t¢@ transact. He will be at the convention 
anyway, and might as well be therein the 
capacity of committeeman. If Mr. Fifer 
thinks he cannot afford tu take ae —re- 
election at that time, well and good, but he 
should not decline to serve out the unexpired 
term.”’ 
John R. Tanner Emphatic. 

John R. Tanner said he had not hearda 
word from Bloomington today. 

‘* Decline it? No!” said Mr. Tanner. ‘‘ He 
will think better of it than to decline so high 
an honor, coming in the way it does, with- 
out his knowledge, procurement, or consent. 
There is no Republican in Illinois big enough 
to do so. When Dr. Jamieson found there 
was some objection to his election to the posi- 
tion coming from a few Republican members 
of the committee he at once declined to have 
his name further considered in connection 
therewith, as the doctor said from the be- 
ginning he would not take the place unless 
it came to him by the unanimous vote of the 
committee. 

“Then, in casting around for some Re- 
publican in the State against whom no pos- 
sible objection could be urged, the name of 
ex-Gov. Fifer suggested itself at once toa 
large majority of the committee and they 
promptly and unanimously agreed on him. 
It will not require any considerable amount 
of time or attention of ex-Gov. Fifer In per- 
forming the duties incident to the office. It 
lasts until a candidate for President is nomi- 
nated, then the national delegates will elect 
u committeeman for the full term. 

“Campbell and Fifer were early friends, 
their first acquaintance dating back to the 
time Fifer went to the Senate in 1880. Camp- 
bell was one of Fifer’s stanchest friends 
and perhaps did as much as any individual in 
[Illinois to assist him in his canvass for Gov- 
ernor in 1888. The selection is all right, the 
best possible solution of the question, and 
oe be indorsed by every Republican in IIli- 
nois."’ 

“Will there be another committee meet- 
ing ?’’ 

“No. Fifer will take the office, because 
the party will insist on his doing so.” 

About 10 o’clock last night a reporter for 
THe TRIBUNE called up Dr. T. N: Jamieson’s 
residence*over the telephone and asked for 
the doctor. 

* Can't get him,”’ was the reply. 

“We thought he might be interested in 
the news ex-Gov. Fifer has declined the 
National committeeship.”’

Things Precedent. 


The result in the State Central committee 
was unexpected, because Mr. Fifer’s name 
had not been mentioned in connection with 
the office until the executive session of the 
committee. ; 

The conditions which obtained and the ex- 
act situation respecting the aetion of ‘the 
committee furnish a good story. 

Shortly after Mr. Campbell's death Dr. T 
N. Jamieson, Chairman of the State Centra] 
committee, was brought out as a candidate: 
He had the support of the Cook County rep- 
resentation on the committee. His position 
among the country members was peculiar. 
He had enough friends to elect him, with the 
assistance of Cook County. A majority of 
the country members were with him if he 
wanted the office. They were ready to go 
into the fight for him if need be and to put 
him in the national committee. 

But it is said they hoped Dr. Jamieson 
would withdraw voluntarily and let the 


office go to some other man. They thought . 


the cry would go up the doctor, as Chair- 
man of the Republican State Central com- 
mittee and nominee for Clerk of the Ap- 
pellate Court of the First District, had about 
all he was entitled to at this time. 


Precedent by A. M. Jones. 


There was a precedent set against the ele- 
vation of a Chairman of the State Central 
committee to the National committee. This 
happened in 1891. A. M. Jones was Chair- 
man of the State Central committee and 
George R. Davis represented Illinois on the 
National Republican committee. Col. Davis 
was made Director-General of the World’s 
Columbian Exposition and resigned his com- 
mitteeship.

Mr. Fifer’s election took less than a min- 
ute’s time. Dr. Jamieson called Charles P. 
Hitch ® the chair, and taking the floor said: 

‘“*I move a man in whom all Republicans 
of Illinois have confidence be appointed to 
the position. 1 name Joseph W. Fifer.”’ 

George W. Patten of Pontiac seconded the 
motion, and it was unanimously adopted. 

Dr. Calhoun, Chairman of the subcom- 
mittee having in charge the detail of the 
State convention, reported progress. He 
said the convention, in the opinion of the 
committee, should be held in the dome build- 
ing at the fair grounds, where there are 
accommodations for 10,000 people. The seats 
for the delegates were to be numbered and 
inclosd by a railing to keep out the out- 
siders. The visitors to the convention and 
the delegates could be taken to the grounds 
by special trains over two lines of railroad, 
or street cars. The hall, if necessary, would 
be heated by the use of a huge boiler and 
steam coil. The committee would look after 
the printing and issuing of the tickets, ar- 
range for committee rooms, and the main 
organization would have entire control of 
the hall. The report of the committee was 
concurred in. 

Dr. Jamieson, by resolution, was given 
authority to select a Temporary Chairman 
of the cenvention.

There was some informal talk about chang- 
ing the time from 12 at noon to 10 o’clockin 
the morning for calling the convention to 
order. It was resolved, however, to begin

The committee adjourned, to meet April 
28 at 8 p. m., in the ordinary of the Leland

THERE is one passage in Senator Hoar’s 
speech which has pith and force. It is this: 

This proposed Cuban resolution has no binding 
effect. It does not bind the President or the Sen- 
ate or the House or the people. It is a mere dec- 
laration. It means nothing. The committee in 
reporting it should have added the proviso: ‘It 
is to be distinctly understood that this is a Pick- 
wickian resolution, without force or vigor or 
potency or meaning.'’ In offering this remarka- 
ble resolution we had not dared to tell Spain that 
we recognized the insurgents; we had not dared to 
give the President authority to take decisive ac- 
tion. It was merely a moot debate to allow Sen- 
ators to see who could make the most eloquent and 
fiery speech. , 

The resolution is merely an expression of 
opinion, which the President can and will 
ignore. It has served chiefly as a peg on 
which to hang some fervid speeches. Much 
would be gained were this taunt of the 
Senator from Massachusetts to induce the 
Senate to adopt a resolution which will 
have some binding effect and will bc some- 
thing more than a mere collection of empty 


phrases. ‘ 
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A FEW years ago some special assessment 


rebates were obtained on forged papers. It 
is reported that the same game has been 
tried again, and that some city employés, co- 
operating with outsiders, have been able to 
draw one or two thousand dollars out of the 
Treasury illegally. If the charges are true, 
then the offenders should be punished as they 
deserve. But there is a simple method of 
preventing all these frauds. That is to let 
the people to whom rebetes are owing know 
that fact. It is true that the amount of 
money left in the rebate fund will not pay all 
the claims—far from it—but it should be 
used as farasit will go. Evidently there is 
some money to the credit of that fund, or it 
would be impossible to secure the payment 
of rebates on forged vouchers. Not only is 
money paid out in that way, but every now 
and then some property-owner is informed 
that if he will pay a 25 or 50 per cent com- 
mission he can get a rebate. He agrees to 
pay and getsit. It is better that what money 
there is to the credit of the fund should go to 
some of those to whom it belongs than that 
it should be divided between forgers and 
claim agents, Pay out the money and no 
more frauds will be attempted.

IS CONGRESS IN EARNEST? 

Does either Congress or the President 
“mean business” in the Cuban matter? 
It looks as if they were working together 
in real though not in seeming harmony to 
frustrate the ardent desire of Americans 
that something be done for the struggling 
Cubans. 

There have been many tears shed, in Con- 
gress over the hard fate of Cuba during the 
last two weeks, but nothing has been done. 
It has been a case of “ great cry and little 
wool.”” The House and Senate adopted 
different resolutions regarding Cuba. <A 
week ago the Senate conferrees recom- 
mended that the House resolutions be 
adopted. : 

The Senate has not yet acted, nor will it 
do so for some days to come. It has de- 
layed action in order that New Epgland 
Senators may make their long speeches 
pleading that nothing be done to irritate 
Spain. They express the sentiments of 
eommercial constituents who are afraid the 
avowal of American views by Congress 
might lead to hostilities with broken-down, 
impotent Spain. 

But when these resolutions are adopted, 
as they will be at some uncertain future 
date, they will amount to mothing. They 
will be simply the opinion’ of Congress, to 
which it is well understood the President 
will pay no attention. 

Senators and Representatives know per- 
fectly what the views of the administration 
are. As stated semi-officially by the State 
Department, it— 

Does not thivik the present stage of affairs in 
Cuba justifies any change in the attitude of the 
governments. Its function is to act and not to 
express feefling. The only action now proper its to 
continue t® hold responsible for injuries to Amer- 
ican citizens the only government which, so far as 
appears, has and maintains authority in Cuba, 
until some other government succeeds at least 
temporarily in supplanting it. 

The President has not repudiated this, 
Teing angry that any one should assume to 


speak for him, he has declared that he has 


not read this statement, does not know 
whether it is correct or not, and will an- 
nounce his views at his own time, in his 
own Way. 

Nevertheless the above extract gives the 
views not only of Mr. Cleveland but also 
of Mr. Olhey, a Massachusetts man, who 
is desirous to please the traders who think 
their commerce with the West India Isl- 
ands will be interfered with even. if the 
United States does no more than to grant 
belliger@nt rights to the Cuban insurgents. 
. Therefore what is the use of Congress 
expressing its opinion—and taking weeks 
to do it in—when it «knows that the Presi- 
dent will pay no attention to it? Either 
Congress is inviting a snub deliberately or 
there is a sort of understanding with Cleve- 
land that nothing shall be done which may 
make it more difficult for him to continue 
helping Spain and hurting Cuba. 

If Congress were in earnest it would 
adopt a joint resolution instead of a con- 
current one. Then he would have to sign 
it or veto it. If he did the latter then it 
should be passed over his veto. If he dis- 
obeyed it he would do so at his peril. 


PLEADING FOR SPAIN. 

The speech made by Senator Hoar on 
Wednesday was a labored argument to the 
effect that there is no evidence to justify 
the granting of belligerent rights to the 
Cuban insurgents and a plea to the Senate 
not to attempt to’do anything for the 
Cubans, but leave them to the tender 
mercies of ‘President Cleveland and Secre- 
tary Olney. The man who has done so 
much effective police work for Spain was 
praised by the Senator as “a good, square, 
honest, clear-headed, old-fashioned Massa- 
chusetts Yankee.” * But John Quincy 
Adams, if Secretary of State now, would 
sing a different song from Mr. Olney. He 
would have no Spanish sympathies. 

This same Senator Hoar, who asserts 
that the evidence submitted by the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Affairs in the shape of re- 
ports of American Consuls and others, does 
not justify the assertion that a state of 
war prevails in Cuba or that barbarities are 
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but might be by‘one made to Spain? Or 
was it because the Senator dislikes the 
Turks and will believe anything against 
them, and likes the Spaniards and will be- 
lieve nothing against them? 

Senator Hoar says the Committee on For- 
eign Relations has asked the Senate to act 
on “ex parte evidence, and little of that.” 
But he goes farther than that and depre- 
cates: Congressional discussion of foreign 
affairs—except as concerns Armenia or 
some other remote country. «He wishes the 
representatives of the people to abdicate 
and leave everything to the President, for 
whose judgment the Senator has all of a 
sudden come to have the highest respect. 

The Senate will not pay any attention to 


this request that it devote itself to domes- - 


tic affairs alone and decline to express 
opinions about foreign affairs, no matter 
how much the interests of this country may 
be inrolved. The people will not tolerate 


silence on its part bow. 


“ANTI-OPTION” I8 DEAD. 

The anti-option bill was killed on Wednes- 
day in the House Committee on Agriculture 
by the decisive vote of 9 to 6 The ma- 
jority voting against the bill consisted of 
nine out of the ten Republicans on the com- 
mittee. The other united with the four 
Democrats and the Populist to put them- 


selves on record as in favor of efforts to . 


hamper the course of trade by establishing 
injurious restrictions on the market in 
which the agricultural products of the 
country are sold. 

It may well be hoped this will prove to be 
the last attempt of the Populist element to 
procure the passage of a law the aim of 
which is to prevent trading in produce for 
future delivery. The wiser members of 
Congress have come to the conclusion that 
while these measures are offered ostensibly 
in the interest of the farming class their 
passage would not benefit the farmer, and 


would be highly detrimental to commerce 


by operating in restraint of trade to the ex- 
tent to which the law could be enforced, 
Tue TRIBUNE repeatedly has made this 
point and stated good reasons for believing 
that the difference between the prices paid 
to the producer and by the consumer would 
be widened instead of narrowed if buying 
and selling for future delivery were pro- 
hibited. 

The farmers of the United States are to 
be congratulated on having been kept from 
the trap set forethem by foreign syndicates 
which have an army of operatives scattered 
through this country instructed to buy up 


at the lowest possible prices a large part of | 
the surplus of wheat, to be exported either | 


in the shape of grain or as flour. The men 
in control of these syndicates know that 
while the speculator is just as ready to sell 
for a further decline as to buy for an ad- 
vance, and does neither out of love for the 
farmers, he is the great obstacle in the way 
of forcing down prices to the lowest notch 
in times of plenty and keeping them'there 
in spite of all reasons to the contrary when 
the suppiy is less abundant or scarce. As 
the syndicates have to sell in the British 
markets in direct competition with offerings 
from Russia, Argentina, India, and other 
countries, they have a strong motive for 
using every possible means to control the 
situation at the country depots by letting 
the farmer sellers there see they have no 
alternative but to accept whatever may be 
offered by the purchasers on’ foreign ac- 
count. By eliminating the speculative ele- 
ment they would destroy all hope of a rise 
aswome time in the future, all inducement 
Ao try to effect sales in the cities, and have 
the producers completely at their mercy. 
They could well afford the cost of carrying 
the grain till it was wanted for consump- 
tion, since this could be done with British 
capital at very low rates of interest, but 
without a thought of allowing the producer 
even a small share of the gain. 

Any one who has closely watched the 
produce markets of this country for a few 


years past knows the business is far from 


being an unmixed profit to those who en- 
gage in it. The large gainers are few and 
the losers are numerous, while the losses 
of the latter often if not always come out 
of bank accounts in the cities, and not at all 
out of the pockets of the farmers. It may 
be affirmed that speculative operations in 
grain do not inerease but rather tend to 
diminish the difference between the prices 


paid to the producer and by the consumer., 


In this important respect, therefore, the 
farmer is not injured, while speculative 
buying frequently has prevented prices 
from going much lower than the point actu- 
ally reached.

WORKINGS OF THE FEE SYSTEM. 

For some days the House of Representa- 
tives has been discussing an amendme€t to 
the legislative appropriation bill to abolish 
the fee system in the case of United States 
District Attorneys and Marshals. They 
are now allowed fees not to exceed $6,000 
and mileage. Thanks to mileage at 10 
cents a mile they have sometimes received 
$10,000 a year. 

There are many districts, especially in the 
Southern States, where under ordinary cir- 
cumstances the fees would fall far short of 
$6,000. It is alleged, and no doubt correct- 
ly, that in a great many instances court 
officers have made work in order to make 
fees. They have made arrests without 
cause simply in order that they might get 
more fees. As a consequence the expenses 
of the courts have been swollen and the ap- 
propriations for o fiscal year have been ex- 
hausted long before its close. | 

Therefore it is proposed to abolish the fee 
system and give each officer a stated sal- 
ary. Then there will be no inducement for 
him to trump up cases and manufacture 
business in order to get his sglary, at the 
same time putting the government to un- 
necessary expense. A United States Cir- 
cuit Court Judge for a Tennessee district 
Suys: : 

Every man, woman, or child who has touched a 
pint of whisky or a twist of tobacco within a 
period of three years under circumstances that 
look somewhat suspicious to eager-for-a-fee United 
States Commissioners is promptly run in before 
some one, and with equal promptness bound over 
to the next term of the United States Court, and 
dragged anywhere from 50 to 300 miles and put on 
trial, with the attendance of professional wit- 
nesses, at the expense of mileage and per diem 
and at a cost of from $250 to $500 to the govern- 
ment; and when the case is developed it is more 
likely than otherwise to turn out that a good man 
furnished his neighbor’s wife a half pint of 


whisky in which to take some medicine, or some 
old white woman without money gave a colored 


woman a twist of tobacco to do a day’s washing. 


It is claimed that the measure now pend- 
ing in the House will save the government 
a million dollars 4 year, chiefly in witness 
fees and jurors’ fees collected in cases 
which never would be brought if the Dis- 
trict Attorneys and Marshals did not de- 
pend on fees for their compensation. 

Nevertheless the impression seems to be 
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their influence, which is considerable, to de- 
feat it. It is a case of a hundred or so 
officials versus the taxpayers. In the Sen- 
ate the officials are reasonably sure to win.

The service was hindered by 
the vexations imposed on its right arm and 
no compensating influence followed. The 
persistence of the department in attempting 
to foster this system in spite of the uni- 
versal outcry against it has looked suspi- 
ciously like a bit of political chicanery to 
provide spoils for some of the workers of 
the party. To subject this branch of the 
public business to the withering influence 
of “ heelers ” would be a commercial crime. 
The First Assistant Postmaster-General 
would have been in better business if he 
had appeared before Congress with an apol- 
ogy instead of a request for vindication.

“BIG BILL” LANGE SIGNS, 


WILL BE SEEN IN A CHICAGO CLUB 
UNIFORM THIS SEASON, 


, 


Holds Out as Long as He Thinks It Is 
Safe for Him to Do So for His Salary 
Demands, but Finally Accedes toa 
Compromise Suggested by President 
Hart—To Join the Team Next Week 
—Changes in the Schedule for Chi- 
cago—Improving West Side Grounds. 


Rie Bill Lange will be seen in a Chicago 
uniform this season and looking after ev- 
erything that comes within his territory in 
center field, as usual. This, according to 
President James Hart, was never in doubt, 
although it was reported the center-fielder 
would not be on the local club’s pay-roll 
this year. Even Lange himself writes that 
he never for a moment thought of leaving 
the club. He of course made a strong bluff 
to do so by demanding a salary far in ex- 
cess of that of anybody on the team, sot 
excepting Anson. He could not be censured 
for that, as he was looking out for his own 
interesis. 

The question as to whether he would at- 
tach his name to a Chicago contract was in 
doubt for some time, and when nothing 
was heard directly from him with refer- 
ence to signing after the expiration of the 
time limit, which was March 5, the public 
considered he was out of the game or would 
play elsewhere. The latter, however, he 
could not do, as the reserve rule would pre- 
vent him, especially after he refused to 
sign the contract mailed to him by President 
Hart. 

“Big Bill” Surrenders, 


This contract, which Hart was positive 
would be returned unsigned, was sent sim- 
ply to hold him in reserve, not only for this 
season, but as long as the Chicago club 
cared to hold him, as in the case of John 
Ward in New York. The latter did not play 
with the Giants last year, nor could he play 
with any other team before being released 
by the New York club. Another case which 
shows the position Lange was placed in was 
that of Jim McCormick of the Pittsburg 
team, who was held in reserve for six years, 
thus showing the rule is perpetual in its ap- 
plication. Lange’s chances, therefore, of 
playing elsewhere, even though they ap- 
peared all fight on paper, were far from be- 
ing rosy. The big center fielder was evi- 
dently aware of this, as President Hart yes- 
terday received a signed contract from Bill, 
dated March 5, and presumably dated back 
a few days, as it certainly did not take six 
days for the contract to come from San 
Francisco. That, however, is neither here 
nor there.

Hart would not divulge the terms Lange 
asked, nor those offered, but simply said the 
demand was more than Anson was receiv- 
ing. A compromise was made, which by 
the way was confidential, and Bill was given 
to March ltp acceprit. This was afterward 
extended to March 5, and was received, 
signed and sealed by Lange, yesterday. 


To Join the Team Next Week. 


In a letter received at the same time 
Lange said he never said he would not play 
with the Chicagos. He. was holding out for 
all the money he could get, and held off as 
long as possible to gather in all the shekels 
he could by training the Leland Stanford 
University boys. He also said his leg is 
rounding to all right, and that he will leave 
the coast for Galveston, Tex., and join his 
clubmates next Monday or Tuesday. He 
declared he never felt better and would be 
able to begin practice as soon as he reached 
the training grounds, Bill is a big favorite 
in Chicago and in all the league cities, and 
his returning to the fold will be hailed with 
pleasure by all baseball enthusiasts. 

The schedule as arranged for the season 
has been altered a bit between Chicago, St.

WHEEL TRADE BRANCHING OUT IN 
SURPRISING PLACES, 


As Competition Becomes More Severe 
the Dealers Adopt Extraordinary 
Schemes to Get Their Wares Before 
the Public—All Kinds of Businesses 
Now Handling Bicycles as Side 
Lines—Groceries, Drug Stores, and 
Barbers May Go Into the Basiness, 


Something besides high frames, large 
tubing, and barrel hubs distinguishes the 
opening of the spring cycle trade. It is a 
phase of the trade that was not planned or 
anticipated by associations or boards of 
trade, and comes as much a surprise to deal- 
ers and jobbers as to one who rides in a 
brougham ora grip car. 

I-or some reason, which everybody in the 
trade is busy in an effort to figure out, the 
wheel trade has branched out of the wonted 
channels and broken loose in the most sur- 
prising places. Hardware dealers and the 
big department stores have long been com- 
petitors of the regular dealers, but now they 
find wheels on sale by dry goods dealers, 
furniture dealers, shoe dealers, clothiers, 
cigar shops, hatters, men’s furnishers, jew- 
elers, stationers, and even saloonkeepers. 
At the present rate wheels may be purchased 
as readily as cigars, caramels, or newspa- 
pers. 

As the struggle of competition becomes 
more severe the wheel may be expected to 
replace the fresh country egg and the tooth- 
some “ prairie oyster ’’ as a premium with 
every drink; wheels will be hung up like 
Sugar-cured hams in grocery stores, and 
druggists will be prepared to fill prescriptions 
for cycling exercise at all hours of the day 
and night. Your barber will gently insist 
on your taking a“ bike ”’ instead of the time- 
honored shampoo, and your tailor will carry 
wheels as a side line. Now that a precedent 
has been set it will be hard to place a limit 
on its consequences. 


Outbreak a Surprise. 


The manager of one of the largest sporting 
goods stores described the situation of the 
business inthe words: ‘‘ Wenever know one 
day what to expect the next,’’ but even the 
dealers who have grown accustomed to a 
succession of changes are surprised at the 
sporadic outbreaking of the retail bicycle 
business. Just as they had grown resigned 
to the competition of the department and 
hardware stores, its severity is multiplied a 
hundred times. 

Some of the manufacturers place the re- 
sponsibility on the smaller makers, whose 
name is legion, saying they are forced to re- 
sort to such expedienta to dispose of their 
surplus stock. As the number of bicycle 
manufacturers in Chicago alone is over 
eighty their view has the color of probability. 
They declare the purchaser of a wheel in so 
irregular a manner has no manufacturer’s 
guarantee, no repairs to depend upon, and 
ne recourse in case of the entire collapse of 
his wheel. | 

A bicycle, they say, is like a watch; the 
purchaser’s only security lies in the reputa- 
tion of the manufacturer, and the inevitable 
reaction will be for the manufacturer’s ad- 
vantage. For the present season they are 
secure, as practically the entire output of 
the leading factories was sold many months 
aro, but for the future the effects of so gen- 
eral a competition are regarded as uncer- 
tain. 

A few years ago a bicycle was made by a 
bicycle manufacturer and sold by a bicycle 
dealer. It may now be made by a manufact- 
urer of sewing machines, watches, furniture, 
refrigerators, carriages, or wagons, or any 
one of half a dozen different articles. Bi- 
cycle factories are the favorite form of man- 
ufacturing speculation and are multiplying 
as fast as did creameries or canning facto- 
ries a few years ago. Leading manufactur- 
ers are complacent over the prospects for 
the present season, but shake their heads 
when they think of the future and of the 
number of factories springing into existence 
every year. 4 

Big Output of Wheels. 


The output of one of the largest of the 
Chicago factories for the current year is 
estimated at 60,000. It is said to be 20,000 
behind on orders already contracted for and 
running night and day, except when closed 
down for the lack of material which the 
manufacturers are unable to supply. An- 
other manufacturer will receive no orders 
from dealers as he is unableto fillthem. He 
receives only orders from his own retail 
customers, and then only subject to three 
weeks’ delay for delivery. Every manufact- 
urer of high-grade wheels is running at the 
highest capacity of his works and is still un- 
able to fill his orders. Virulent as was the 
cycling craze in 1895 it promises to be sur- 
passed by the season of 1896. 

The extent to which bicycle manufacturing 
has been carried may be realized when it is 
known that a blacksmith, a machinist, or 
any mechanic with ingenuity enough to put 
together a mowing machine may buy parts 
for a few dollars, get his own name plate en- 
graved and put his own make of wheel on the 
market. ‘‘ Name plate” wheels are manu- 
factured by the trainload. Any dealer with 
capital enough to buy a few dozen wheels 
may coin a name and put them before the 
public. Among the problems to be tackled 
by the newly organized Cycle Board of Trade 
will be the question of educating the pur- 
chasing public to the point of looking be- 
yond the matter of a few dollars purchase 
price and patronizing manufacturers and 
dealers with a reputation to sustain. 

The manufacturers of high-grade wheels, 
as a rule, keep the wheels of patronsin order 
for a certain length of time and give them 
other guarantees which they think are en- 


paign of education ’’ will be begun at once 
and followed along lines to be speedily de- 
termined-by the Board of Trade. 

There are no prospects of an oversupply 
of good wheels. One dealer reports he has 
sold three times as many as at the corre- 
sponding time a year ago. Cyclists are fall- 
ing into line faster than they can be supplied 
with mounts. The number of cash buyers is 
large, and of installment buyers larger than 
ever. Doctors, lawyers, and clergymen are 
among them. 

The number of sightly cycling costumes in 
the windows of the fashionable shops is a 
hint of the interest of feminine riders in the 
coming season, but unfavorable weather has. 
postponed their pleasure to a late day. The 
large number awaiting the good offices of the 
man in the Auditorium Tower is shown by 
the large sales of the bicycle agencies and by 
the number held for orders to deliver.

Samuel Vinnedge, 
capitalist, is named as Vice-President, and 
the other directors and signers of the appli- 
cation for incorporation are: M. Bates 
lott, General Agent Hartford Life Insur- 
ance company; T. Lloyd Carey, physician, 
resident of Chicago for thirty years; David 
Gage Maxwell, box manufacturer; Maj. 
Charles B. Cooper, capitalist; Charles R.

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


MR. HUNTINGTON TALKS OF PACIFIC 
RAILWAY SETTLEMENT. 


He Makes a Statement Before’ the 
House Committee and Expresses 
Confidence That Affairs of the Com- 
panies Would Soon Be on a Solid 
Basis—Charter Granted by the Ken- 
tucky Legislature Broad Enough to 


Cover All Needs, 

Washington, D. C., March 12.—The House 
Committee on Pacific Railways today lis- 
tened to a statement by C. P. Huntington 
similar to that made before the Senate com- 
mittee in advocacy of a plan of settlement 
of the Pacific railway indebtedness. 

In concluding his address Mr. Huntington 
remarked extemporaneously that no man 
was so anxious as he to see the roads pay 100 
cents on the dollar, that ft was the last great 
work of his life, and he hoped to live to see 
all his affairs on a solid basis. If he equaled 
the record of his great-grandfather he had 
yet thirty years of life. 

A rambling discussion participated in by 
Mr. Huntington and members of the com- 
mittee consumed half an hour. One of the 
questions asked by Chairman Powers was 
whether under the companies’ plan. the 
Southern Pacific would be able to guarantee 
the payments. 

“The Southern Pacific is a solid old com- 
pany,’ Mr. Huntington replied. ‘‘ And while 
I would not like to do anything to make it 
pay much money I would be willing that it 
should guarantee these payments, because 
Iam so sure it would not be called on to pay. 
I am only one of several, but I have been 
running this thing thirty years and what I 
fay generally goes. Iam willing to promise 
that the Southern Pacific will guarantee 
these payments.” 

When Mr. Powers inquired if the charter 
of the Southern Pacific granted by the Ken- 
tucky Legislature was broad enough to per- 
mit this Mr. Huntington answered: 

“ O, that is broad enough to do most any- 
thing,”’ and the committeemen laughed. 
“That is a broad charter and a clean char- 
ter,’’ he added, ‘‘ and has about done all we 
wanted it todo.” 

Then Mr. Harrison, a Democrat of Ala- 
bama, inquired whether the income from the 
road during the last ten years w ould not 
warrant a higher rate of interest than 2 per 
cent. 

‘No; there has got to be a little margin,” 
was, the reply. 

In discussing the public opinion of Call- 


fornia Mr. Huntington ‘said that the great 


majority of the people favored the funding 
plan, and added: “ There are perhaps a 
hundred men in California against us; smart 
fellows, too, because they have always got 
a living without working. They have a 
grievance because they were dismissed from 
the pay-rolls at my suggestion, and they 
want to get back, but they won't.” 

‘But is it not significant,’’ Mr. Boatner 
asked, “‘that every member of Congress from 
California but one is irrevocably opposed to 
this plan?” 

“They have a grievance, most of them,” 
was the reply. ‘‘One man who ran against 
Mr. English said, when Mr. English came 
here, that if we had given him a little help 
he might have made it. We told him we 
were out of politics.”’ 

Mr. Huntington was sure the committee 
was not interested in these personal matters, 
and remarked: 

‘I don’t want to say what these men tell 
me personally,’’ referring to the Congress- 
men. 

Mr. Huntington asserted that all the peo- 
ple of California favored the funding plan 
except a few hundred who had a erievance, 
that the Congressmen. opposing the bill had 
grievances because the road went out of 
politics, and that seven-eighths of Califor- 
nia’s papers were with him. 


Y°S ACTION SUSPENDED. 
New Division of Freight Rates Agrecd 
On by Chicago-St. Louis Lines, 
The ruling recently made by Commissioner 
Midgley regarding divisions of traffic be- 
tween Chicago and Peoria on the one hand 
and Missouri River points and points beyond 
on the other failed to meet the approbation 
of the lines in the Chicago and St. Louis 

Traffic Association. 

Ata meeting held between the association 
named and its St. Louis and Missouri con- 
nections—the latter represented by the Mis- 
souri Pacific, Missouri, Kansas and Texas, 
Cotton Belt, and Frisco lines—for the pur- 
pose of revising the existing joint agree- 
ment between the above named lines on Mis- 
sourl River traffic, it was decided to recom- 
mend to the executive officers of the South- 
western lines to reconsider Commissioner 
Midgley’s rtling and-in lieu thereof adk opt 
the following divisions to app ty between Chi- 

cago and points taking same rates and the 
Lowey Missouri River points, via Mississip- 
pi River crossings, Hannibal and St. Louis: 

‘First, deduct bridge arbitraries and pro- 
rate the remainder as follows: East of Mis- 
sissippi River, 4744 per cent; west of Missis- 
rippi River, 52% per cent. On business to 
and from Peoria and points taking same 
rates, the proportions east of the Mississippl 
River to be the Chicago divisions, less the 
difference between Chicago and Peoria 
through rates. The earnings of the lines 
east of the Mississippi River. arrived at as 
above, to be applied as arbitraries on all 
traffic to or from Missouri (except points on 
lron Mountain and Southern and St. Louis 
and Southwestern railways south of St. 
Louis, and points on the St. Louis and San 
Francisco railway east of Springfield, Mo.), 
ma Indian Territory, Colorado, and 

'tah.”’ 

This action, it is believed, will tend to re- 
Guce opportunities for manipulation of 
through rates. Commissioner Midgley says 
the compromise allowances will be condi- 
tional upon ‘the faithful maintenance of the 
agreed through rates of Western Freight As- 
sociation. In the event of failure to observe 
these requirements, he says, this suspension 
of his ruling will: cease and the allowances 
prescribe d by him will be reinstated.

TO AGREE ON LAKE AND RAIL RATES 
Eastern and Wenteen Roads and Lake 
Lines to Meet in New York. 

Managers. of lake lines and traftic officials 
of the New England and St. Paul roads 
have beer requested to meet with the rep- 
resentatives of the Fastern trunk lines in 
New York on Wednesday, March 18, at 11 
a. m., to discuss rail and lake lines. At the 
request of Commissioner Goddard of the 
trunk lines, Commissioner Midgley has 
asked J. T. Clark of the Omaha, H. L. Shute 
of the Eastern. railway of Minnesota, A. B 
Plaugh of the St. Paul and Duluth, and W. 
L.. Martin of the Soo line to be represented 
at the meeting. Mr. Midgley has also re- 
quested the Western freight lines to arrange 
for representation, and expects to attend per- 
sonally. 

The meeting will be one of the most im- 
portant held this year.

Omaha, Neb., March 12.—United States 
District Attorney Sawyer Ras commenced 
suit against the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy railroad et al. to cancel land grants 
alleged to be held by settlers under the laws 
of the government. The subpcenas are being 
served today. Fully 5,000 persons are af- 
fected by the suit. The railroad company 
wired Attorney-General Harmon with a 
view of staying the service of the subpemnas 
pending the passage of the bill now before 

Congress. The summons requires the de- 
fendants to appear April 6 to answer the 
complaint. District Attorney Sawyer re- 
ceived word from Attorney-General Har- 
mon on Wednesday evening to delay the 
Suit against the Burlington road for a few 
weeks, but as nothing was said about stop- 
ping the service of the subpcenas the Mar- 
shals proceeded with that work, and several 
weeks will elapse before all are served. 

Common Carrier Is Responsible. 

Richmond, Va., March 12.—[Special.]—The 
Court of Appeals. today decided that the 
section of the Virginia code which holds a 
common carrier responsible for loss or in- 
jury to an article it receives for shipment 
after it is transferred to the connecting line 
was not in conflict with the Constitution of 
the United States. The case in pofnht was 
that in which the Richmond and Allegheny 
road, now a part of the Chesapeake and 
Ohio, received tobacco from the R. A. Pat- 
terson company for shipment to Louisiana. 
It was lost after it. left the Allegheny line, 
but that company will have to pay. An ap- 
peal to the United States Supreme Court 
may be taken. 


President } Hill Goes to Europe. 

New York, March 12.—President James J. 
Hill of the Great Northern railway was 
asked last night if he was totake part inthe 
reorganization of the Northern Pacific. He 
said: ‘** On that point I have nothing to say, 
but I will say that the bondholders of the 
Northern Pacific should accept no plan of 
reorganization which is not prepared on a 
conservative basis; otherwise it will be only 
a question of time when the property will 
again be in the hands of receivers.’’ Presi- 
dent Hill went to Washington late last night, 
and on Saturday will sail for Europe. 

Rate War Still Rages. 

Denver, Colo., March 12.—There fs no sign 
yet of an abatement of the Colorado passen- 
ger war. The passenger department of the 
Gulf railroad denies the report telegraphed 
yesterday from Chicago that rates were 
restored after the former reduction at its 
special request, and that it was forced to 
take its tickets off the market at consider- 
able loss. The Gulf road officials also deny 
that brokers are now supplied with large 
stocks of cut-rate tickets, and say they are 
being sold only over the counters of the 
company. 


Railroad Is Not for Sale, 

Springfield, Ill., March 12.—D. B. Hatch of 
New York and C. E. Jackson of Middleton, 
Conn., members of the Executive committee 
of the Board of Directors of the Chicago, 
Peoria and St. Louis railroad, who returned 
today from an inspection of the line, state 
positively and authoritatively that the road 
is not in the market nor for sale. They say

INSURANCE AFFAIRS.

NEWS FROM WASHINGTON 


CHICAGO MEN INTERESTED IN A BIG 
CANAL PROJECT. 


Bill Introduced in the House to In- 
corporate the Maritime Canal 
Company with a Capital Stock of 
$10,000,000—To Join Hudson River 
and Lake Champlain, Lake St. 
Francis and St. Lawrence River, 
and Two Other Points. 


Washington, D. C., March 12.—[Special. J— 
Chicago men of high standing, as well as 
cthers of similar character West and East, 
are interested in one of the most compre- 
hensive canal schemes yet brought before 
Congress. A bill was introduced in the 
House today by Representative Cooper of 
Wisconsin incorporating the Maritime Canal 
Company of North America, the object of 
whose work is stated to be to build a series 
of canals from the great lakes and the St. 
Lawrence River to tidewater and the Hud- 
s0n River. 

Among the incorporators named, and the 
list is a long one, are: Daniel H. Burnham, 
Oscar D, Wetherell, and Lucius G. Fisher 
of Chicago, Frank L. Vance of Milwaukee, 
Pat H. Kelly and William B. Dean of St. 
Paul, Guilford G. Hartley and Trevennion 
W. Hugo of Duluth, Lou R. Hurd and R. 
J. Weymas of Superior, Wis., Luther Allen 
of Cleveland, and Smith M. Weed of New 
York, Z 
Under the terms of the bill the canal com- 
pany is made stbject in every way to the 
control of the inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission, the head office being fixed at New 
York. The capital stock is fixed at $10,- 
VUU,U00, and the company is permitted to is- 
Sue bonds to the extent of $200,000,000. The 
articles of incorporation empower the canal 
company to build a canal from some point at 
or near the head of tidewater navigation 
on the Hudson River to some point on Lake 
Champlain. The scheme also embraces a 
canal from some point at or near the head 
of Lake St. Francis to the St. Lawrence 
litiver above the straight known as “the 
long Sault.”” The third link in the chain 
of canals is a big ditch- from Lewiston on 
the Niagara River to a point above the falls. 


Deep Enough for Big Boats. 

Provision is made that théchannel shall be 
at least twenty feet deep and sufficiently 
wide to permit two of the largest lake vessels 
to pass without difliculty. The company is 
required to maintain locks not to exceed ten 
in number between tidewater and Lake Erie 
large enough to admit vessels 550 feet long, 
sixty-five feet beam, and twenty-six feet 
in depth. The company is given a modified 
right of eminent domain, 80 as to be able to 
secure necessary land for approaches and 
the control of minor tributary streams 
wherever necessary. 

One peculiar feature of the plan is that the 
company is to be given authority for con- 
trolling fluctuations in the waters of the 
lakes, of regulating and overflow dams on 
the Niagara, Richelieu, St. Lawrence, and 
Hudson Rivers. The company is given spe- 
cific authority to raise and lower the level of 
the lakes and of the waters in the Hudson 
and Mohawk basins. 


Public Favored in the Tolls. 


The ‘provisions in regard to tolls are 
stringent and in favor of the public. When- 
ever canals are constructed the company is 
bound to admit all classes of boats without 
distinction and without rebates, or other un- 
fair difference. Publication of rates of tolls 
is to be made in February of each year, and 
after that time during the current year no 
advance in rates can be made, although tolls 
may be reduced if desired. 

It is further provided that if at any time 
after the payment of ordinary working ex- 
penses, including interest on the bonded in- 
debtedness and 5 per cent on the capital 
stock there shall still be a surplus, the tolls 
shall ®e reduced tocorrespond. Finally, the 
bill provides that the United States may at 
any time assume control of the entire canal: 
system contemplated by the bill on payment 
a price to be fixed by disinterested ar- 
bitrators appointed in the usual manner. 

This ‘canal project, its friends explain, is 
intended to be part of the deep waterways 
scheme, which has received the support of 
lake carriers and shippers almost without 
exception. The present plan of deepening 
the channels and harbors of the upper lakes 
is intended to secure the direct shipment of 
grain to the ocean, and for this purpose an 
outlet from Lake Ontario is of course neces- 
sary on the same scale as provided for the 
channels in the upper lakes. 


Substitute for Canada Project. 


Two years ago the company, whose project 
was brought into Congress today, received 
a charter by which it was proposed to make 
use of the St. Lawrence as the outlet to the 
ocean. On investigation it was found, how- 
ever, that American capital could not readily 
be secured for an enterprise to be built on 
foreign soil. A preliminary survey of the 
route to New York was made, which demon- 
strated that it would cost about six timesas 
much as that to tidewater on the St. Law- 
rence, but on the other hand it was shown 
that the volume of business to New York 
would be sixty times as great as that down 
the St. lawrence. 

No definite figures have been made in re- 
gard to the probable cost of the differen: 
sections of the ccean waterway, but rougaA 
estimates say that acanal can be put around 
Niagara Falis for from $6,000,000 to $10,000,- 
m0. To get from the St. Lawrence to Lake 
Champlain would cost from forty to fifty 
millions. Thence to the Hudson the cost 
would be almost anything on the wrong 


| side of $10,000,000, depending largely on the 


way in which the State of New York, which 


| is directly interested in the Erie Canal, might 


receive the new project. 
The friends of the measure admit thatifa 
charter is secured in this country it will in 


| all probability vitiate that obtained from the 


Dominion of Canada, but it has been suf- 
ticiently’ wel] demonstrated that both finan- 
cial and commercial conditions render the 
American route absolutely necessary to be 
adopted. 


O. D. Wetherell, one of the Chicago incor- 
porators, said last night it was two years 
ago that the projector of the enterprise was 
in Chicago in its interest. 

“All the plans were explained to me at 
length,’ he said, ‘‘ but it has been so long 
since that I do not remember them well. At 
first I was not favorably impressed with the 
scheme. It seemed visionary, but I finally 
became so much interested that I agreed to 
become one of its incorporators, but would 
not agree to take any of the stock. I re- 
member, however, that considerable of the 
stock for it was taken even at thattime. If 
I remember rightly the Canadian Govern- 
ment:had then granted all the rights which 
the company is now trying to get from Con- 
gress. It was represented to us here that 
by furnishing a route by which ocean vessels 


‘could reach Chicago it would be an enormous 


saving annually to the farmers of the West 
in the transportation of crops, and it was for 
that reason I went intoit. I remember re- 
marking at the time that it would cost a 
hundred million dollars to complete the 
channel, and it was demonstrated that it 
would be a paying investnfent even at that 
figure.’’ 


TO MAKE ALASKA A TERRITORY.

Project to Receitwe a Delegate Ap- 
proved by the House Committee. 
Washington, D. C., March 12.—The Com- 
mittee on Territories of the House today 
voted to report favorably to the House the 
bill introduced by Mr. Scranton of Penn- 
sylvania for a delegate from Alaska. Under 
the bill the delegate is to hold his seat in 
Congress on the same terms as the delegates 
from other Territories. A vigorous opposi- 
tion to the bill was made by Mr. Perkins of 
Iowa. He held that all the informations 
secured by the committee from Alaskan 
officials and agents of the Treasury showed 
existing conditions in w~laska did not war- 
rant a territorial form of government and 
that Statehood was not to be thought of for 
many years, if ever. The danger which the 
bill might bring, he said, was that the dele- 
gate would be named by the great commer- 
cial companies of Alaska and be a repre- 
sentative of the interests of those companies 
rather than of the United States. . The other

An Anti-Slavery Jubilee. p 

Chicago, March 12.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—It is that of the American Missionary 
Association. It was set up in 1846 as an or- 
ganized protest against all complicity with 
slave-holding.' And when that system had 
committed suibide this was found to be just 
the institution’ needed to carry on the work 
of mental and moral enlightenment among 
the freedmen.; In that work it has been en- 
gaged, along ‘with the organizations of 
other denominations, as well as with the 
common schopls of the South, until the 
illiteracy among the negroes of the South 
has been brought down from its 100 per 
cent at the close of the war to 70 per cent 
by the census of 1880 and to 56 per cent by 
the census of 1890. By this general process 
20,000 negro teachers have . been trained, 
and other thousands have been prepared 
to be leaders: among their people, hun- 
dreds of them!as preachers, lawyers, doc- 
tors, journalists, and multitudes trained 
into the ideas of good citizenship. 

But the negroes have increased to the 
number (census of 1890) of seven and a half 
millions; and the 56 per cent of this popu- 
lation will make a total of four millions. 
About the total of that people at the end 
of the war. The relief to this dark picture 
is the fact of ithe accumulated appliances 
and the great number of colored teachers 
that have been raised up to help in bleach- 
ing out the black belt of illiteracy. It is 
also to be carried to the credit of the blacks 
that the introduction of the blessings of the 
public school system into the South for 
the whites as well as for the colored people 
was by them through the much condemned 
carpet bag Legislatures. Next to the bless- 
ing of emancipation at the South has been 
that of the free.common school, immature 
and inefficient as it still is. And it is to be 
said to the credit of the white people of the 
South that they have never sought to put 
the public school out of the statute nor out 
of the Constitution of any State. 

It was a striking fact that this assoctation 
at its last annual meeting, held in 
Detroit, received an invitation from all 
of the civic authorities of the City 
of Nashville, Tenn., and from the 
officials of the Centennial of that city 
and of the State to join this semi-centennial 
with their grand celebration next fall. As 
the invitation of Boston had already been 
accepted, this great courtesy had to be de- 
clined with thanks. Boston is already mak- 
ing arrangements to honor this jubilee 
somewhat upon the scale with which it 
made ready for the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, and also for the Christian Endeavor 
convention. Meantime, through the year, 
a series of preliminary celebrations is go- 
ing on in the country. The next Sunday 
will have the beginning of such an observ- 
ance in this city. It will be at Dr. Good- 
win’s First Congregational Church in the 
morning and at Dr. F. A. Noble’s Union 
Park Church in the evening. Jubilee music 
will be rendered, and addresses will be made 
by Secretary J. E. Roy of this city, by the 
Rev. W. G. Olinger, pastor at Williams- 
burg, Ky., a native mountaineer of Vir- 
ginia; and by the Rev. George V. Clark, 
pastor at Memphis, Tenn., an ex-slave, who 
will also sing some of the jubilee songs. 
The white man and the colored from the 
South are both eloquent speakers.

HIGH SCHOOL TEACHERS EARN ALL 
THE MONEY THEY GET. 


~ 


Principals Attend a Meeting Called to 
Discuss Retrenchment and Enter 
Into a Defense of the Teachers— 
Would Prefer to Have Their Sala- 
ries Cut Rather than Have Extra 
Work to Do, as Has Been Suggested 
in the Economical Plans. 


Supt. Nightingale called a meeting of the 
principals. of high schools yesterday to con- 
sider retrenchment projects and other mat- 
ters. Among those present were Principals 
Westcott, Fisk, Robinson, Parker, Clay- 
berg, and Norton. Supt. Nightingale gave 
an account of the proceedings of the High 
School committee on Wednesday, and called 
for expressions of opinion. He referred to 
the letter of Principal Slocum to Mr. Brenan, 
in which he said high school expenses could 
be reduced one-half by compelling the teach- 
ers to teach as many hours as grade teach- 
ers. He referred also to the report of Mr. 
Thornton’s subcommittee, showing a large 
number of high school pupils were not far 
enough advanced to profit by its course. 
8 to the Slocum letter, the principals 
weemed to think it was not worth talking 
about. Principals Westcott, Fisk, and 
others said the high school teachers would 
rather have their salaries cut than have 
their work increased. They said some of 
these teachers have four hours of hard work 
to do on the papers of their classes after 
they went home. There were no drones 
among them, for they had all they could do 
and had to doit. Any idea of saving money 
this way they declared to be moonshine. 

In regard to Mr. Thornton's subcommittee 
and its report the principals seemed to be in 
Rearty accord with it. Principals Robinson, 
Norton, Fisk, and others, if not all, ad- 
mitted and regretted there was a large per- 
centage of pupils in the high schools who 
had not mastered the grammar _ school 
branches, and therefore could make no head- 

way, and finally dropped out. 
Differ with Mr. Thornton. 

They could not assent to Mr. Thornton’s 
estimate these pupils were one-half of the 
Whole number. They said the proportion 
was obvious enough, and was between 20 and 
25 per cent. But Principal Norton said this 
25 per cent of dullards exerted a bad influ- 
ence over the other 75 per cent. 

Principal Westcott and others spoke em- 
phatically of the degeneracy of the high 
schools in the last few years in consequence 
of the plan of admitting pupils on recommen- 
dation. It was said grammar school prin- 
cipals had fallen into the habit of graduating 
delinquent pupils on their making a promise 


they would not enter a high school, which 
They 


said if these pupils could be kept out of the 
high schools each school might dispense with 
one or two teachers in the ninth grade.

In illustration of the way pupils drop out 
of the high schools after the first year Mrs. 
Stevens, the statistician of the board, fur- 
nished a reporter for THe TRIBUNE with the 
following table of the number of pupils in 
each of the four grades of each of these 
schools:

ANOTHER STORY DECLARED UNTRUE 


Yarn About a Horizontal Reduction in 

Salaries Is Denied. 
’ The statement published in a maoarning 
newspaper with scare head lines that Board 
of Education members unofficially had 
agreed to cut the salary of every employé 
of the board, including Superintendents, 
principals, janitors, engineers, grade teach- 
ers, high school teachers, and special teach- 
ers, for the year 1897 was untrue and without 
a particle of foundation.. Mr. Blount, hav- 
no ol nogy the matter called to his attention, 
said: 

“I will tell you all the foundation there is 
for this story. After the board adjourned 
last evening I walked along the hall toward 
the elevator with Mrs. Sherman and a re- 
porter. I asked the reporter what he would 
think of a horizontal 5 per cent cut in sala- 
ries, and Mrs. Sherman expressed her oppo-

sition to it. The reporter then went his way 
and wrote the article referred to. I can 
assure you the members of the board have 
not agreed, formally nor informally, to any 
cut in salaries, horizontal or otherwise. For 
my part I do believe in such a cut, but I do 
not know another member of the board who 
agrees with me, and I am sure there is no 
agreement in regard to it, one way or the 
other, formal or informal.” 

Mr. Errant sadi: “ Not a word of truth 
in it! Not a shadow of a foundation for it! 
No agreement whatever, formal or informal, 
on the subject! No sentiment in the board 
in favor of any horizontal cut so far as I 
know. Such stories as this and the one 
about the salaries of engineers and janitors 
do the cause of reform a worid of harm. 
If some of the newspapers keep on making 
such groundless statements about the board 
it will be brought into contempt and be 
powerless for good. I am really discour- 

e Seas 
3 Thornton said: “ It is all news to me. 
I never heard of any such agreement and I 
do not believe any such sentiment exists. 
1 do not know of a member of the board who 
would think of doing such a thing.’ 

Mr. Brenan, who, the article said, had 
promised the Finance committee all salaries 
should be cut 5 per cent, said: “i will die 
in my tracks before I will vote to reduce 
any teacher’s salary.” 

The fact is, nothing is further from the 
intention of the board than to make a hori- 
zontal cut in salaries. Any proposition of 
this kind, affecting as it would the poorest 
grade teacher, would meet with greater op- 
position than the cut in special teachers’ 
salaries did a month ago. In the meanwhile 
the incessant threat to cut salaries has 
produced such uneasiness among teachers 
several of them in the high schools have 
made up their minds to leave the service of 
the city and go where they can at least sleep 
over night without fear of reading an an- 
nouncement of a cut of their salary in the 
morning’s newspaper. This is stated on the 
authority of a member of the board. 


MR. THORNTON DESIRES TO RETIRE. 


Term Expires in June, but He 
Wants to Go Out at Once. 
Charles 8S. ‘Thornton, whose term in the 

Board of Education expires in June, wishes 

to retire at once, and will do so if he can 

induce a man whom he will not name to 
become his successor. He says he has no 
doubt Mayor Swift will appoint him, if he 
can be induced to serve. Mr. Thornton's 
reason for wishing to retire is his board 
duties take too much of histime. Hesaysit 
took one-fourth of his time the first year, 
one-half the second, and all of it the third.

ment, but he will recommend the substitu- 
tion:of the names of Mr. Brenan and Mrs.
